Coal Miners, Auto and 
Other “Workers Out as 
Efforts Continue to 
Form Strong Govern-

PARIS, Nov. 18 (AP)—A broad 
section of France's nationalized 
industry faced paralysis today as 
all 114,000 coal miners and the 
workers of three automobile plants 
voted to strike for pay rises. 

Tie-up of all the nation’s har- 
bors also was threatend, in sym- 
pathy with a Marseille walkout, 
even as the center political par- 
ties negotiated for the formation 
of a strong government to meet 


the labor crisis. 

A vote by 35,000 coal miners to 
join those already on strike made 
the mine stoppage complete. Work- 
ers in the Hotchkiss and Ford au- 
tomobile plants and at the Gnome- 
Rhone truck factory struck, fol- 
lowing the lead of the 25,000 em- 
ployes in the nationalized Renault 
Co. who stopped work earlier’ The 
Citroen and Panhard automobile 
plant workers voted to strike.

New Rates, Effective Jan. 
1, to Drop Barrier to 
Lowest in Decades — 
Move Arouses Opposi- 
tion in Congress.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP)— 
The Government hoped today its 
wholesale tariff slashes set for 
Jan. 1 will save Americans money 
without arousing a storm among 
industries left with less protection 
against foreign competition, 

Under terms of the Geneva trade 
and tariff agreement signed Oct. 
30 and made public last night, 
this country will make more than 
3500 cuts in import duties as part 
of a 23-nation pact affecting half 
the world’s commerce. The change 
will drop this nation’s tariff bar- 
rier to the lowest point in decades. 

“The general effect should be to 
ease the burden on the consumer— 
we hope for a substantial bene- 
fit,” said one State Department 
official commenting on prospects 
for lower prices. 

However, officials said that gen- 
erally, the effect on prices and on 
volume of imports will be slow to 
come, since few foreign countries 
are. producing enough goods to 
ship them overseas, 

Slashes of 50 per cent—the limit 
allowed by ess — were

ant commodities including: 

Copper, all softwood lumber, 
gasoline, Portland cement, wheat 
and wheat flour, beef, . bauxite, 
quicklime, high quality furs, 
brandy, jute burlap, manganese 
ore, textile machinery, photo film 
and many steel products and elec- 
trical items. 

The wool tariff now at a pro- 
tective 84-cent-a-pound rate, is cut 
by one-fourth to 25% cents. 
/Woolen and worsted fabrics, main- 
ly from England, are reduced 25 
per cent, but this country can 
boost rates again if the inflow ex- 
ceeds 5 per cent of United States 
production, 

Makers of Scotch and Canadian 
whisky will benefit by a cut from 
$2.50 to $1.50 a gallon. Cuts of 
one-third to one-half apply on 
French, Italian and other wines. 

The duty on Cuban sugar is cut 
from % of a cent to % cent a 
pound, while the higher rate on 
sugar from other countries is re- 
duced almost in proportion.

Taft's Program.

nomic recovery of Europe. 

Taft said there is no serious 
congressional objection to the 
$597,000,000 stop-gap proposal to 
furnish food, fuel and fertilizer to 
France, Italy and Austria this 
winter. The Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee begins writing a 
bill on this program today. 

Taft made it plain, however, 
that many Republicans will fight 
to cut down the six-billion-dollar 
estimated first-year cost of the 
European recovery program when 
it comes before Congress for con- 
sideration early next year. 

He blamed Secretary of State 
Marshall for what Taft described 
as the continued destruction of 
industrial plants in Germany. He 
said that aid to Europe will be 
“completely hopeless” unless some 
German industrial production is 
restored, 

It was “most unfortunate,” he 
remarked, that the President had 
said nothing in his message about 
aid for China, where, Taft de- 
clared, the fight against Commu- 
nism is being waged without am- 
munition and with the backs of 
the Chinese people “to the wall.” 
Marshall has said $300,000,000 in 
help for China is planned. 

Presidential Secretary Charles 
G. Ross said today Truman’s mes- 
sage to Congress on the long-range 
recovery plan for Europe will be 
delivered within 10 days or two 
weeks.

BUSINESS IN CITIES 
HIT BY PROPOSED 
PHUNE RATE RISE 


Total of 28.9 Pct. of Pro- 
posed Increase in State 
Would Be for Service 
Here and in K.C. 


It was disclosed by Southwest- 
ern Bell Telephone Co. today that 
about $375,000, or 11.6 per cent, 
of the telephone rate increases it 
is seeking in Missouri would be 
charged against business custom- 
ers in St. Louis. : 

Similarly, about $558,000, or 17.3 
per cent of the increases, would be 
charged against business patrons 
in Kansas City. Together, these 
rises in the two chief cities would 
be $993,000, or 28.9 per cent of the 
sum sought from the whole state. 

The company also said that, in- 
stead of a round-figure estimate of 
$3,000,000 for all Missouri rate in- 
creases given by it when its appli- 
cation was filed Sept. 30, it was 
now using an estimate of $3,227,- 
000. The change, it was explained, 
was due to a process of “pricing 
out,” or detailed calculations, made 
following the original estimate, 
However, a company spokesman 
said further computations might 
make another change, and that the 
fina] figure could be nearer $3,000,- 


The disclosure of the relatively 
large fraction of the proposed in- 
creases which would be charged 
against business customers in the 
two large cities was a surprise. 
The company had indicated previ- 
ously that changes proposed for 
the cities were comparatively 
small, although it proposed tele- 
Phone rental increases in the 
suburbs. _

The city of St. Louis is prepar- 
ing to intervene in the telephone 
case but has not determined what 
its stand will be on the company’s 
request. Kansas City filed inter- 
vention recently but did not com- 
plain specifically of the miscellan- 
eous business increases, 

For St. Louis the increases 
would consist of $64,000 for coin 
telephones of the type rented 
chiefly by small business establish- 
ments and $311,000 for a wide va- 
riety of miscellaneous special serv- 
ices and devices. The increase for 
the coin telephones would be in 
the guarantee, from 20 to 25 cents 
a day. More than 8200 such tele- 
phones would be affected. No 
change is proposed in charges 
for such telephones at Kansas 
City, which already were at the 
higher level. 

In Kansas City the miscellane- 
ous increases, in the category 
comparable to the $311,000 group 
in St. Louis, would amount to 
$282,000, the company said. In 
addition, rates for private branch 
exchange systems, or “PBX’s,” 
in Kansas City would be increased 
in the aggregate of -$276,000. 

This PBX increase would affect 
both trunk lines serving the pri- 
vate switchboards and the sta- 
tions inside the business estab- 
lishment. The company said the 
increases would be general on all 
Kansas City PBX’s, because rates 
there had been relatively low, but 
that no such installations in St. 
Louis would be affected, 

A hearing on the application for 
all increases will be started by the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion at Jefferson City Dec. 195. 


BOARD RESERVES OPINION 
ON RENT CONTROL IN AREA 


Listeners at 5-Hour Hearing Boo Those With 
Whom They Disagree—Recommenda- 
tion to Go to Expediter. 


Arguments for and against 
continuation of rent controls in 
St. Louis and St. Louis County 
were taken under advisement 
yesterday by the.area rent ad- 
visory board after a five-hour 
hearing at which 87 persons 
voiced their sentiments. 


The hearing,.in the Old Fed- 
eral Building, Eighith and Olive 
streets, was attended by about 
200 persons, most of them mem- 
bers of small landlords’ organiza- 
tions. They were at times so 
boisterous in booing those op- 
posing their views that Board 
Chairman Sylvester C: Judge Jr. 
threatened several times to clear 
the room. 


Of the persons making state- 
ments to the board, the great ma- 
jority éxpressed vehement opposi- 
tion to rent control. Some added, 
however, that if controls were con- 
tinued, there should be a substan- 
tial increase in the general rent 
level. 

The afternoon crowd at the 
hearing was somewhat smaller 
than in the morning and also was 
less vociferous in disapproving ex- 
ponents of control, They were vig- 
orous, however, in applauding lead- 
ers of landlords’ organizations 
who inveighed against the “Un- 
Americanism of controls,” 

Chairman Judge said the board 
would meet as soon as a tran- 
script of yesterday's statements 
was prepared, with a view to mak- 
ing recommendations to the Fed- 
eral Housing Expediter on wheth- 
er controls should be continued 
and, if continued, whether there 
should be a change in general rent 
levels. Hearings were held. last 
week in Jefferson and St. Charles 
counties, 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, first 
witness, strongly urged retention 
of controls and declared: 

“We are so convinced of the 


compelling need that if, for ahy 
reason, federal controls are re- 
moved, or are not extended after 
Feb. 29, 1948, we shall go to Jef- 
ferson City and insist upon adop- 
tion of a strong and effective 
state rent control law.” : 

He did not refer to municipal 
rent control, or to the City Coun- 
selor’s ruling that the city lacked 
authority to control rentals, The 
audience gave the Mayor a polite 
hearing, but subsequent witnesses 
who advocated retention of con- 
trols were interrupted by cries of 
“sit down!” 

Mrs. Marion Weir, chairman of 
the St. Louis Consumer Federa- 
tion, gave the board a statement 
expressing her organization's 


strong support of continued con- 
trols. 


“The inflationary picture in this 
city is so bad now that to absorb 
another increase such as an im- 
mediate rent increase would be a 
very serious problem for families 
with limited incomes,” the state- 
ment said, F 

“It has been argued repeatedly 
that the increase in real estate 
values should make it possible 
for rents to rise proportionately 
in order to represent a fair return 
on the investment, It might be 
argued from the same facta that 
lack of controls permitted real 
estate values to soar 50 to 100 per 
cent; it is not unreasonable to be- 
lieve that lack of controls on their 
rental value would permit the 
same type of increase,”

CONGRESS LIBERAL 
WITH WORDS; LAST 
SESSION A RECORD 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP)— 
Congressmen, it seems, are talking 
more than ever. . 

The annual report of Public 
Printer’ Augustus E. Giegengack, 
a 207-page document off the press 
today, reports “extremely heavy” 
printing requirements of Congress 
during the fiscal year ended last 
June 

As an example of this, Giegan- 
gack told with statistics how the 
Congressional Record, which re- 
ports the utterances of the Con- 
gressmen, has grown. 

The daily record for the second 
session of the Seventy-ninth Con- 
gress required 155 issues, totaling 
16,452 pages, an average of 106 
pages an issue. The average for 
the previous session was 85 pages. 
The Eightieth Congress, which 
came back to town today, was 
even wordier. The daily average 
on its first 1947 appearance was 
108 pages.

STATE PLAN CALLS FOR RISE 
IN URBAN SCHOOL FUNDS 


Legislative Committee Approves Proposal to 
End Inequity Favoring Rura 


Districts.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 18— 
Legislative proposals to raise edu- 
cational standards and improve 
administration of Missouri's pub- 
lic school system, including more 
equitable distribution of state 
school funds, were tentatively ap- 
proved here last night by the joint 
Senate and House Educational 
Survey Committee and a Citizens’ 
Advisory Group. 

This program, developed from a 
public school survey authorized by 
the 1947 Legislature, is subject to 
possible: revision after state-wide 
public hearings here on Dec. 1 and 
2 Final recommendations then 
will be drafted for submission to 
the Legislature in January, 

The legislative proposals are de- 
signed to provide better educa- 
tional opportunities in rural 
schools, higher standards gener 
ally, and better administration of 
the 8558 school districts. This 
calls for consolidation of smaller 
and weaker districts, more uni- 
form school taxation, and fiscal 
reforms placing more responsi- 
bility on local districts. 

The recommendations include a 
move toward solution of teacher 
shortage and salary problems, and 
more stress on teacher qualifica- 
tions. 

Discrimination in Funds. 

A major proposed reform is re- 
vision of the complex statutory 
formula for distribution of the 
— 2 blic school funds to the 

. This includes more equit- 
able apportionment of the funds 
to districts in St. Louis and other 
urban areas, which now pay far 
more to the state in taxes 
ward support of education than 
they receive from the state fund. 

Under the proposed formula, the 
St. Louis school district, with an 
average of about 90,000 pupils, 
wpuld receive about $3,600,000 an- 


to- mentary school teachin 


nually from the state fund, in- 
stead of the 1 82,280, 
300 apportioned to St. Louis in this 
last year. a 
The proposal, which will un- 
doubtedly encounter rural opposi- 


tion in the Legislature, is intended. 


to modify a discrimination against

Philip J. Hickey, St. Louis super- 
intendent of instruction and a 
member of the Citizens’ Adviso 
Committee which aided, in draf 
ing the proposals, said “this 
method of distribution of state 
funds recognizes the obligation of 
the state to educate the children 
where they are found.” 

Proposed Formula. 

The suggested new distribution 
formula hag a “first level” of pay- 
ment by the state annually to ea 
district of $40 for each child 
average daily attendance the pre- 
ceding year. 

A second level, based on a unit 
of 25 pupils in average attendance, 
calls for the state paying the dif- 
ference between $1200 per pupil 
unit and any lesser amount the 
district derives from a 65 cent 
school tax levy and certain other 
school revenues. A third level 
would apportion any money re- 
maining. in the state fund to all 
districts operating schools, on the 
basis of average daily attendance. 

The present complicated distri- 
bution formula includes a first 
level equalization quota by which 
the state pays the difference be- 
tween what a rural district raises 
from a tax levy of 20 cents on the 
$100 assessed valuation plus cer- 
tain other revenues, a minimum 
guarantee of $750 a year for ele- 
units and 
$1000 for high school teaching 
units. 


City districts, with igh as- 


sessed valuations and tax rates, | ing 


receive no benefits from this first 
level, which operates to the ad- 


vantage of rural districts with low 
tax rates’ and reduced valuations. 

State Senator H. R. Williams of 
Cassville, a member of the legisla- 
tive survey committee, said this 
revision of the state fund distribu- 
tion formula would mean “that 
the day of the free ride in educa- 
tion is about over.” 

“Many of the districts have been 

tting by without contributing 
their fair share of the costs of 
educaion,”* Williams said, “I think 
the proposed plan will go far 
toward establishing a more equit- 
able system,” 

Public school expenditures in 
the current 1947-1948 school year 
are estimated at approximately 
$75,000,000, of which about $28,- 
000,000 will be contributed from 
the state school fund. That fund 
represents. one-third of the state 
general revenue collections. 

Other Major Pro 

Other major proposals included 
in the tentative program by the 
legislative committee, headed by 
Senator C. R. Hawkins of Brum- 
ley, and the, 30-member “Citizens 
Advisory Committee, headed by 
R. E. L. Hill of Columbia, were 
as follows: 

Reorganization of the elemen- 
tary and high school system and 
revision of the present school law. 

Establishment of larger and 
more efficient rural school units. 

Creation of an elective nonpar- 
tisan County Board of Education. 
This board would appoint a coun- 
ty superintendent based on pro- 
fessional qualifications, who would 
be the county executive school of- 
ficer. The county superintendent 
is now elected. 

Requirement of uniform as- 
sessed property valuations, to 
eliminate “existing gross inequali- 
ties among school districts.” 

Approval of the public school 
curriculum by the State Board of 
Education, in ‘accordance with 
acts of the Legislature. 


A minimum school year of nine 
months, instead of the present of 
eight months, and scaling down of 
state grants if the minimum term 
is not maintained by the district. 

Esablishment of standards for 
all public schools. 

Definition by the Legislature of 
qualifications for all local school 
officials, 

Promotion of consolidation of 
rural districts by providing spe- 
cial state grants to aid enlarged 
units in meeting building costs, 
and, for a limited period, operat- 

costs. 

Barring districts which fal) to 
meet standards fixed by the state, 


from participation in state school 
funds. 

Inclusion of kindergartens and 
junior colleges in apportionment 
of state funds to local districts. 

Permitting only school districts 
levying the maximum school tax 
permitted by the Constitution, 
without an election, to share in 
the second level of distribution of 
state funds. The maximum levies 
without an election, are 65 cents 
on the $100 assessed valuation in 
rural districts and 31 in high 
school districts, 

Providing that districts which 
are not operating their own 
schools shall participate in state 
funds only if local revenue de- 
rived from a 65-cent tax levy and 
other local sources is insufficient 
to pay the tuition and transporta- 
tion costs of pupils sent to other 
districts. At present 2022 of the 
8558 districts have closed their 
own schools and send their pupils 
to adjoining districts.

RECOVERY ABROAD 
IS VITAL 10 U.S 
SAYS ECONOMIST 


Farm Meeting of Rela- 
tion of Europe to Agri- 
culture Here. 


Prompt economic reconstruction 
of Western Europe is vital to 
American security, R. W. Bartlett, 
University of Illinois agricultural 
economist, said today at the an- 
nual meeting of the Prairie Farms 
Creameries at Hotel DeSoto. 

The creameries group is one of 
13 farmers’ organizations meeting 
here in conjunction with the an- 
nual convention of the Illinois ype 
ricultural Association. The par- 
ent body will hold its thirty-third 
annual. meeting here tomorrow 
and Thursday. Several thousand 
delegates are expected and meet- 
ings will be held at Kiel Audito- 
rium, Bishop Tuttle Memorial and 
the Jefferson and DeSoto hotels. 

Bartlett, who attended a meet- 
ing of world economists in Europe 
last summer, pointed out that 
Western Europe is the principal 
outlet for surplus grains and feed- 
stuffs produced by the American 
farmer. Failure of the region to 
produce industrial goods in quan- 
tity will serve to lower prices of 
American food products, he de- 
clared. 

Enlightened self-interest, he con- 
tinued, suggests that the United 
States should provide food and 
fuel for 4 [ during the present 
crisis, 1 money to rebuild pro- 
ductive capacity, and provide for 
repayment of loans with goods and 
an expansion of tourist trade. 

Discussion of Milk Supply. 

The need for a more even sup- 
ply of fluid milk for all seasons of 
the year was emphasized by Ed- 
win Gumm of Galesburg, presi- 
dent of the Illinois Milk Produc- 
ers’ Association, at the annual 
meeting of his group. 

He pointed out that in recent 
years fluid milk markets have ity 
to cope with shortages of quali 
milk during the fall and with wid 
densome surpluses during May 
and June. 

Quick approval of the Presi- 
dent’s program for aid to Europe

— program proposed yester- 

was predicted here last night 
by 3 F. Hendrickson, Washing- 
ton representative of the National 
Federation of Grain Co-operatives, 

Hendrickson said that American 
farmers are anxious to 


which he described as aimed at 
meeting a “desperate human 
need.” Tracing the food situation 
in Europe during the war years 
and after, Hendrickson said this 
year’s shortage is due to severe 
weather last winter that killed 
crops in the ground, followed by 
floods and poor growing weather. 
At is especially tragic that the 
heroic efforts of the average, ordi- 
nary European to get production 
from the earth have been so poor- 
ly rewarded,” he said. 
Aid for Several Years. 
“We will be called upon to help

He asserted that such ald “need 
not and will not be any more im- 
perialistic in purpose or design 
than the many large European 
loans made in the. period of 1850 
and after to build American rail- 
roads—loans long ago paid back.” 
To the question whether Europe 
will repay loans, Hendrickson re- 

plied, “Money is not always the 
best measure of results. If we 
had spent in the 30s more funds 
at Guam, Midway and Hawaii, the 


investment would have paid hand- 
somely, not in dollars, but in no 


Pearl Harbor. Perhaps we can 
achieve economic and political re- 
covery in Western Europe; but 
even if we can’t we can at least 


stop the spread of chaos and Com- 


munism now moving, glacier-like, 
over the continent to the Atlantic.” 

Hendrickson, a former deputy 
director-general of UNRRA, said 
he knew enough about the situa- 
tion at first hand to believe that 
“we. cannot achieve recovery and

“It will cost a lot, in money, in 
time, and most of all in patience,” 
he said, “but there is no turn- 


ing back. We must win —* cold

Safety Board to Be Made in Next 
Congress; Pilots to Back Bills 


Disastrous Crashes This Year Lend Impetus 
to Move—CAA and CAB Accused of ‘Glar- 


ing Inneficiencies’ in Accident Investiga- 


tion Procedures.

Impetus is lent to the movement 

y a series of disastrous air 
crashes this year. More than twice 
as many have died in domestic 
airline accidents as in any pre- 
vious year of commercial aviation, 
and the argument is being heard 
that during 17 months of the in- 
dependent Air Safety Board’s ex- 
istence there were no fatalities in 
scheduled domestic airline opera- 
tions. 

The bills to re-establish an in- 
dependent air safety board are 
ready. They were introduced in 
the last session by Senator Mc- 
Carran (Dem.), Utah, and Repre- 
sentative Hinshaw (Rep.), Califor- 
nia, but received scant attention. 

Strong support for the bills will 
come from David L. Behncke, 
president of the Air Line Pilots 
Association, which represents 
most commercial pilots and co- 
pilots, Writing recently in the Air 
Line Pilot, Behncke said there 
were “glaring inefficiencies” in 
the accident investigation proce- 
dures of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board and the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority and concluded: “For 
thinking people there is but one 
answer—re-establish the watch- 
dog of air safety, the former in- 
dependent Air Safety Board.”

That board went out of exist- 
ence in mid-1940 with adoption of 
reorganization plans three and 
four, which set up the CAB and

The CAB is a five-man board, 
independent, but within the De- 
partment of Commerce for “house- 
keeping” purposes.

A Start Against Inflation 


Mr. Truman grasped the nettle yesterday— 
but whether firmly enough is doubtful. Al- 
though he referred to his 10-point program as 
“drastic measures,” some of them represent only 
obvious common sense, such as the restoration 
of controls on consumer credit, while others are 
hardly startling. Mr. Truman goes very gingerly 
into the matter of consumer rationing and lim- 
ited price and wage controls, though these 
things seem inescapable. 

Yet the speech is an encouraging about-face 
of national policies which have proved ruinous 
and which cause the President to use such strong 
language as to warn that, unless inflation is con- 
quered, “we may bring on a depression from 


which our economic system, as we know it, 


might not recover.” Both Mr. Truman and 
Congress are responsible for these policies. 

Mr. Truman was in too much of a hurry after 
the war ended to remove wage controls. That 
was a piece of rashness that led to an increasing 
demand for the removal of price controls. The 
President did make a fight for the retention of 
OPA, but under the political circumstances it 
had to be a losing one, even though he moved 
to repair his original mistake in February 1946. 
The inter-relationship of wages and prices made 
it inevitable that, when the lid was off the one, 
it had to come off the other, 

But with the termination of OPA came the 
breaking of the dam against inflation. The 
country was told by some of its leading indus- 
trialists and business men that the price rise 
would be a short one and that, after that, “eco- 
homic laws” would operate to flatten out prices. 
A year and a half have elapsed and still prices 
continue to rise, until Mr. Truman was forced 
to tell the country that $10 buys only what $7 
bought a year and a half ago. 

But it does little good now to-recount the mis- 
takes of the past 18 months or to rail at the 
false prophets. The President has faced a.prob- 
lem which might otherwise see his administra- 
tion end in economic disaster. What he said, of 
course, was familiar enough to every housewife 
and every wage-earner who has seen the dwin- 
dling purchasing power of money in every-day 
transactions. But he did define inflation forth- 
rightly and, indeed, in such terms that the 
wrath of the nation will descend upon a Con- 
gress which fails to take vigorous action. 


It took the plight of Europe for our leaders to 


become awake to our own. The needs of France, 
Italy and Austria are so desperate as to cause 
the President to ask for $597,000,000 in stop-gap 
aid. But that is only the beginning, because the 
long-range Marshall plan may cost as much as 
20 billions. Since much of that money will be 
spent in the United States, the pressure upon 
prices will greatly intensify unless protective 
measures are adopted. 

Will what seems to us the comparatively mild 


measures in the President's program be suffic- 


fent? Will we have instead to go back to con- 
trols as firm as those of wartime? OPA was 
cursed by many persons, and so was wage con- 
trol, and it is true a large black market existed, 


‘but by and large the line held, as any analysis 


of wages and prices showed. We have no com- 
parable black market now, though there is a 
gray market in steel and other products. How- 
ever, it is an irony that some of our legitimate 
prices of today are higher than the black market 
prices of wartime. ' 

Mr. Truman still relies to some extent on vol- 
untary co-operation to prevent price rises. For 
instance, he wants citizens to increase their pur- 
chases of U. S. savings bonds. That strikes us as 
a forlorn hope, since many people, as studies 
show, have no savings. The President told the 
truth when he told each group in our society 
that no one can win by inflation, yet to control 
that monstrous thing is not a matter of per- 
suasion. The country is already persuaded of 
inflation's evils, but the interdependence of our 
society is such as to make it impossible for one 
group to act unless all others act. Labor unions, 
for example, cannot be stopped from asking for 
higher wages when prices continue to soar. Per- 
sons who might patriotically use moderation 
find their efforts frustrated by others whose 
need or greed is so great as to cause them “to 
get theirs.” 

The President is on dangerous ground at all 
points where he depends on voluntary action. 
He is going to need all the additional powers he 
asks of Congress and then some. His speech is 
brutally frank when he tells of the catastrophe 
we face, but is comparatively meek and mild in 
the program he proposes to avert it. 
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Questions for Washington L. 

It must be embarrassing to the administration 
of Washington University that the students 
showed better judgment than it did with respect 
to the new temporary bleachers at Francis Field.

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Bennett E. Meyers, Money Grabber 
Was there nothing that Bennett E. Meyers, 
wartime Air Force major general, would not do 
to enrich himself by deals behind the scenes in 
Washington when hundreds of thousands of 
Americans: were dying around the world? 

The latest testimony before the Senate war 
investigating committee presents Meyers as a 
big-scale dodger of income taxes. He already 
had been revealed as engaging in financial trans- 
actions, as députy chief of air force procure- 
ment or purchasing, with firms in which he had 
@ financial interest. 5 g 
How the income tax racket worked was de- 


- seribed under oath by B. H. La Marre, president 


of Aviation Electric Co., who was picked up 
from a $35-a-week job by Meyers and estab- 
lished in a swivel chair as head of the company. 

The company’s books showed LaMarre’s salary 
to be $31,000. But actually, his salary was only 
$3000. The difference, he testified, was handed 
over to Meyers, after LaMarre had paid taxes on 
the full amount. To be sure the committee was 
getting it straight, Senator Ferguson summarized 
the scheme this way: 


Meyers instructed you to pay the salary 
out to yourself, pay the income tax and then 
give the rest of the money to him. 


This, LaMarre said, was the way it worked. 

But such a year was a lean one. In 1941, 
Meyers instructed the company, so LaMarre said, 
to boost the cost of one of its electrical units 
from $11 to $44.58, That year Aviation Electric 
paid Meyers $58,000, LaMarre testified. 

Day after day the story of Meyers’ sordid 
greed has been unfolding—the solicitations, the 
bond deals, the purchases of aviation stock, the 
profits based on inside knowledge in high and 
strategic place in the nation’s war organization. 

There is no mystery now as to how a retired 
officer, drawing $461 a month pension, could buy 
a Long Island mansion with 18 rooms and six 


_ baths, surrounded by eight acres of valuable 


land. There is no mystery now as to how he 
could put up $3000 stakes in poker games. He 
worked every angle he could think of to turn 
position into financial gain. For every violation, 
he should be held to fullest account. He was a 
money grabber pure and simple. 

Meyers is not alone in this disgrace. The Air 
Force has a lot to answer for. Two years ago 
an anonymous letter to the War Department car- 
ried the information that Meyers had derived 
“immense profits” from his inside operations. 
This letter told that he made a practice of buy- 
ing stocks in companies prior to the release of 
war contract bids. As the New York. Herald 
Tribune puts it, “the letter was filed away, the 
Air Force front office decided not to investi- 
gate.” Worse than that, Meyers’ protectors re- 
fused to permit the letter to be seen by the 
Senate committee until Senator Ferguson de- 
manded it of the Air Under Secretary.

Any real solution to the St. Louis airport 
problem means joining Missouri and Illinois in 
the creation of groups of primary and secondary 
airport sites, The current discussions over the 
placing of the proposed East St. Louis bridge 
show how intimately the two sides of the river 
are tied together in highways and the handling 
of traffic. Railroads, trucking facilities and 
other forms of transportation and hauling all 
are of common concern. So are sewerage and 
drainage, water supply, river development and 
flood control. So are housing and neighbor- 
hood development. A chain of parks for the 
area is equally a responsibility of the two states. 

The matters which require a two-state ap- 
proach are so numerous that it is needless to 
attempt to list all of them. Those cited are suf- 
ficient to show the necessity for joint action. 
Meantime, we hope the dairymen, grain growers, 
live stock raisers and other members of the II- 
linois Agricultural Association have a pleasant 
as well as à profitable time in St. Louis.

In voting for him, the French risked chance he might prove a 
tyrant against alternative of almost sure ruin; the general sometimes 
speaks in grandiose tones of man on horseback, but he claims to be 
a democrat and shows genuine sympathy for his country’s people.

Millions of French who voted for De 
Gaulle realized that they were taking a 
great gamble, but they thought that they 
must gamble, They staked a possible loss 
of freedom and a possible civil war against 
the near-certainty of bankruptcy, prostra- 
tion and chaos, They were gambling on 
Charles de Gaulle’s integrity. 

He has professed to be a democrat, and 
the evidence indicates that he would like 
to be one—unless events“ force him to be 
something else. He Nas talked a great deal 
about the inexorable pressure of “events.” 


Some of De Gaulle’s ideas for France's 
future have been freely aired. He depre- 
cates power without responsibility: the 
power of parties in the Assembly to throw 
out a Premier without taking the onus of 
what the new Premier does. He wants the 
Constitution changed to prevent that. 


He wants both labor and capital to be 
free from politica] interference, and he be- 
lieves that a strong government, by bal- 
ancing the budget, can promote private en- 
terprise and lift state controls which near- 
ly all sectors of French opinion abominate 
as “dirigisme.” He has some foggy notions 
about vertical groupings of industry in 
which workers will hold stock. 


Surgery on the Budget 


As part of the budget-balancing effort, he 


would shoo 360,000 civil servants out of 
France's teeming bureaucracy (of about 2 
000,000), absorb them in overseas territo- 
ries or in the greater industrial capacity 
which could result from renewed confi- 
dence in the franc, Since he believes in 
small, highly trained armies of professional 
soldiers, he also hopes to reduce the mili- 
tary budget. 

Since the flight from Bardeaux to Eng- 
land on June 18, 1940 which made him 


famous, he has been an enigma to many. 


Once, however, he painted a revealing self- 
portrait: a passage in his remarkable, pro- 
phetic book, “The Army of the Future,” 
published in 1934. He wrote: 


„Phe depth, the singularity, the self-suf- 
ficiency of a man made for great deeds is 
not popular except at critical times. Al- 
though when in contact with him one is 
conscious of a superiority which compels 
respect, he is seldom liked. Moreover, his 
faculties, shaped for heroic feats, despise 


the pliability, the intrigues and the parade 
through which most brilliant careers are 
achieved in peacetime. And so he would 
be condemned to emasculation or corrup- 
tion, if he lacked the grim impulse of am- 
bition to spur him on.” . 


Is that exalted attitude a preface to dic- 
tatorial tendencies? Perhaps; but De 
Gaulle understands the danger of dicta- 
torship well. He has said: “What is dic- 
tatorship? Doubtless its first steps may 
seem attractive. Amid the enthusiasm of 
some and the resignation of others, amid 
the rigor of the order which it imposes and 
with the help of spectacular staging and 
one-way propaganda, dictatorship can at 
first assume a dynamic aspect. which con- 
trasts agreeably With the anarchy which 
preceded it. But it is the fate of dictator- 
ship to exaggerate. ... The nation becomes 
a machine which the master progressively 
and frantically accelerates. ...In the end 
the spring breaks and the grandiose edifice 
crumbles in sorrow and blood.“ 


In Tune With the People 


Undeniably, De Gaulle is a fanatic. His 
obsession is love of his country. In De 
Gaulle this love is passionate, almost car 
nal, always fiereely proud and tenderly 
compassionate. Listen to De Gaulle on the 
French people: 

“Poor people who from century to cen- 
tury bear the burden of sorrow, Old peo- 
ple whose vices experience does not elim- 
inate, but who always find new stores of 
hope. Strong people who, if they grow 
dazed through caressing their dreams, are 
still invincible when they have undertaken 
to reject their chimeras. Ah, great people, 
created for’ example, for enterprise, for 
combat. always in the van of history wheth- 
er they be tyrants, victims or champions, 
and whose genius is in turn negligent and 
terrible,” 

A man who could write that might be a 
fool or a genius, a prophet or a poet. He 
could not be an intriguer. 4 dictator? 
Only if blinding self-love and disregard of 
what the people really are have ceased 
to be elements in a dictator's make-up. 


If Frenchmen take a chance on De Gaulle 
it will be because they understand that he 
and they love the same France—and know 
it to be untamable, 


Rural Blight on Cities

If the penalizing of cities by rural legis- 
latures were merely a sportive outsmarting 
by country solons, it might do little harm. 
But, as Woodall Rodgers of Dallas pointed 
out in his presidential address before the 
American Municipal Association at New 
Orleans, the loading of endless restric- 
tions on the cities is strangling their social 
welfare and progressive development. It 
robs urban citizens of their basic rights, 
stifles democracy and encourages the grab- 


ding of city governments by racketeering 


political machines. 

Some states that have many large cities, 
as New York does, have checked this trend; 
but Texas and many others still suffer 
from rural domination that warps legisla- 
tion to selfish ends. In blocking redistrict- 
ing, in diverting state taxes to rural areas 


while denying them to the cities from which 
most of them come and in flagrantly vio- 
lating home-rule provisions, the rural leg- 
islatures not only are being unfair to the 
cities but are holding back state-wide prog- 
gress. In Texas the Legislature twice 
denied Dallas and other cities a neighbor- 
hood development law that would allow 
them to replace slums without outside 
cost. 

The cities, which in states like Texas are 
denied proportional representation in legis- 
latures, are almost helpless in obtaining 
remedy for this situation. They can only 
appeal to a sense of fair play on the part 
of rural legislators. Eventually a new Con- 
stitution may give some readjustment here.

MORE MONEY NEEDED 
FOR FIGHT ON POLIO 


Foundation Head Says Epi- 
demic of 1946 Cost More 
Than $30,000,000. 


The National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis will need great- 
ly increased funds next year 
cause of a constantly-expanding 
patient load, increased costs, and 
the necessity of expanding the or- 
ganization’s research program, 
Basil O'Connor, president of the 
foundation, said at a dinner at 
Hotel Statler last night. 

The foundation is hoping to ob- 
tain a national total of, $30,000,000 
in the “March of Dimes” cam- 
paign next January, he said. Last 
year, about $20,000,000 was col- 
lected. 

“Some people say the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paral- 
ysis has too much money,” O’Con- 
nor said. “There is no such thing 
as too much money in fighting 
infantile paralysis. 

“We have estimated that the 
epidemics of 1946 alone will cost 
us more than $30,000,000 before 
the last residual case has been 
closed. If there were never an- 
other case of infantile paralysis, 
we would still be required to ex- 
pend millions of dollars over a 
long period of years to help the 
thousands already on our rolls.” 

It ts estimated, he reported, that 
each case of poliomyelitis costs an 
average of $2000 to $2500 to treat. 
Occasionally as much as $15,000 
is required for the treatment of

Two dig research projects that 
should be undertaken, he said, in- 
clude a $2,500,000 program to find 
out whether the common house fly 
is responsible for spread of the dis- 
ease, and a $3,000,000 five-year 
project to learn the number of 
different types of infantile paraly- 
sis virus. * 

Despite the fact that there were 
no epidemics of polio in the United 
States this year, he asserted, the 
number of persons suffering from 
infantile paralysis who require 
treatment is constantly increasing. 
He pointed out that a major 
reason for the increase is that 
physicians are recognizing. pres- 
ence of the disease more fre- 
quently. 

» Record of 10 Years. 

Summarizing achievements of 
the foundation in the 10 years 
since it was organized, O’Connor 
said assistante hag been given by 
the organization to 88,000 patients 
since 1938. In that period, he said, 
the number of cases reported “has 
increased alarmingly.” A total of 
80,000 cases Was reported in the 
United States in the last five 
years, the highest five-year total 


ever recorded, he said. In theepre- 


vious five years, only 32,000 cases 


were reported. 

During the 10 years, the founda- 
tion spent $7,000,000 for research 
and an additional $6,000,000 to edu- 
cate the public and train person- 
nel, he reported. 

O’Connor termed the founda- 
tion’s drive against infantile pa- 
ralysis “the greatest move in the 
history of medicine against a spe- 
cific disease.” Because of the 
basic nature of much research 
work being carried on with foun- 
dation support, its funds may well 
contribute to scientific knowledge 
of other disease, he added.

Mashed Potatoes, New Style 

Cut two pounds of small potatoes 
into eighths and cook them in 
about two cups of salted boiling 
water in a slope-sided n. When 
the potatoes are cooked, let them 
stand in the ‘pan over low heat 
until the small quantity of cooking 
water still remaining evaporates 
to about two tablespoons, Then 
add one-half cup of milk and two 
to three tablespoons of butter or 
margarine. Let the potatoes stand 
in the milk and fat mixture still 
over low heat for from six to 10 
minutes; then just before serving, 
do the mashing and whipping op- 
erations at the same time by using 
a looped wire masher of a perfor- 
ated steel disc masher. Allowing 
the potatoes and milk to heat to- 
gether keeps them warm until 
ready to mash just before servihg; 
it also softens them and so makes 
mashing easier. The slope-sided 
saucepan proved to be more effi- 
cient than a straight-sided one.

The modern salesman now employs 
memorized sales talks, scientifically prepared, and learned until 
they are an integral part of the salesman. Thus, he doesn’t 
seem to be giving a “canned” talk at all, yet that is what it 


really is.

Pick sound 
merchandise, as your first step in selling. Second, memorize 
your sales talk, including the closing, which is one of the most 
critical steps in the sale.

67 Years as Country-Town Pharmacist 


"Has to Be an End to Everything," 
Says W. A. Eilbracht as He Closes 
Drug Store at Waterloo: (Il.) for 
Last Time—Opened It as Boy of 20

WATERLOO, III., Nov. 18. 

T WAS the last day at the Eil- 

bracht pharmacy. For 67 years 

William Eilbracht had stood be- 
hind the counter and filled pre- 
scriptions, proud to call himself 
a pharmacist, true to the best 
traditions of that honorable call- 
ing. Now, though, he was old and 
feeble, He was still strong in 
spirit, but bent under the burden 
of the years. His joints were stiff 
and he had lost his sprightly step. 
Latterly he had only been able to 
inch his way across the floor, 
though he was gracious as always, 
ever ready to serve and advise. 

For several weeks his son, Win- 
field, and his daughter-in-law, Vi- 
ola, had been telling him that he 
would have to close the store. He 
had listened to them patiently, 
nodding his.assent for he couldn’t 
deny their words, saying nothing 
but pleading with his eyes for a 
little more time. They hated to 
urge it upon him but they couldn't 
be with him at the store all the 
time and he was so nearly help- 
less that it wasn’t safe for him 
to be there alone. 

On Saturday morning Winfield 
said, firmly but very gently: “This 
will be the last day, Dad.” The 
old man heard it with a sort of 
resignation. “There always has to 
be a last day,” he said, 7 

They went to the store in the 
car and Winfield stayed, serving 
the customers while his father 
sat in his easy chair, thinking 
back through the years, for the 
store had been his life, second 
only to his family in his affec- 
tions.

Sunday was the usual day of 
rest. Monday morning Eilbracht 
said to his daughter-in-law, half 
jestingly and half lovingly: “Lottie, 
I could go to the store.” She said 
gently: “No, Grandpa, you are not 
going to the store any more.” 
Again the hurt look came into 
his eyes, but he said nothing, only 
making a helpless little gesture 
with his hands. 

Persons passing the store that 
day, finding the door locked, sup- 
posed that the old pharmacist 
wasn’t feeling well. The next day 
they made inquiries and were told 
it was nothing sefious. The days 
passed and the store remained 
closed. “Probably,” they said at 
last, “it won’t open again.” When 
they went to see him, though, at 
his Park street home, they didn’t 
say anything like that. They 
spoke cheerfully. Probably he 
would be back at the store in a

few days. He just smiled and let 
it go at that. 

The word that went around town 
was that Mr. Eilbracht, as most 
called him, or “Doc” Eilbracht as 
some called him, wasn’t quite able 
to get up to the store but he was 
up and about at home and if the 
business was urgent he could be 
seen there, There were remedies 
that Eilbracht had discovered, for 
he was a good chemist. These 
could not be obtained elsewhere, 
so persons came to the house and 
he supplied them from the stock 
he had there. It helped him to 
partly forget that he had had his 
last day at the store. 


Now it is about a month since 
that last day at the store. There 
stands the store where it stood 
for 67 years on Main street near 
the corner of the courthouse 
square, Everything is in place in 
the pharmacy and the paint shop 
adjoining just as on the Saturday 
evening when the door was locked. 
Persons who do not know what 
has happened try the door and 
peek through the glass panel of 
the door. There is good order and 
tidiness in spite of the dust that is 
beginning to settle over the stock. 
Only Eilbracht is not there. 

It was on June 15, 1880, that 
William Eilbracht, just graduated 
from the St. Louis College of 
Pharmacy at the age of 20, opened 
a little drug store in a rented 
building, afterward purchased. It 
was a drug store and nothing 
else, as it has been ever since 
except for the addition of a line 
of paints and oils. There came

a time when all kinds of goods 
were sold at drug stores, but Eil- 
bracht was a pharmacist and a 
chemist, and a scholar withal, and 
there never was a time when he 
felt that he could compromise 
himself and his high calling by 
mere merchandising. Salesmen 
told him that everybody was doing 
it but he said others could do 
as they liked but it was different 
with him, He had dedicated his 
life to the finer ministry of heal- 
ing by means of his drugs, herbs 
and chemicals. %

OST of the time he was his 
M own clerk and prescriptionist, 
Sometimes he had the help of 
his wife and growing children and 
sometimes he employed high 
school boys as assistants. As long 


as his health was good, though, 
he depended upon himself. 


The doctors had confidence in 
him and when there was much 
sickness and there was a scarcity

How It Started

“To Make Two Blades of Grass 
Grow—” 

T hardly seems debatable today 

that the man who can make two 
blades’ of grass grow where 
there was only one before is one 
of the world’s greatest benefac- 
tors. 

Although this fact is now uni- 
versally recognized, and .as the 
reader remarks who asks for the 
origin of the saying, more so per- 
haps because recent events have 
dramatized the importance of ag- 
riculture, it was once regarded 
as a profound observation. That 
was when the farmer was taken 
for granted, more or less left to 
the .mercy of the weather. In- 
deed, if we go back far enough 
in history there was a time when 
the English language was in the 
making, when his place in society 
was so lowly as to be tied in with 
the idea of “peasant” and “serf.” 


The first expression of the farm- 
er’s importance in terms of the 
two blades of grass is attributed 
to one of the outstanding sources 
of profound thought in the world, 
the Zend-Avesta or sacred writ- 
ings of the Persians. However, 
for the form in which we know it 
today, and without doubt its popu- 
larization in English speech, we 
go to another literary source, 
though in the lighter form of sat- 
ire—the eighteenth century clas- 
sic “Gulliver’s Travels” or, proper- 
ly, “The Travels of Lemuel Gul- 
liver,” by Jonathan Swift: 


“And he gave it for his opinion 
„„ „that whoever could make two 
ears of corn, or two blades of 
grass, to grow upon a spot of 
ground where only one grew be- 
fore, would deserve better of man- 
kind, and do more essential service 
to his country, than the whole 
race of politicians put together.” 


That is from the “Voyage of 
Brobdingnag” in “Gulliver’s Trav- 
els.“
